Paper to Electric Club.

Construction Described in De- 
tail—Showed Wonderful 
Collection of Slides. 



At the meeting ot the Electric flub 
beld in the Engineering Building lust 
evening. H. M . Wllsun, Sci. '99, the 
1 lectrica) Engineer of The Cetlar 
Rapids Manufacturing and Power Co . 
gave a very interesting address on 
the Cedar llapids Power Develop- 
ment, about :!5 miles west of Mont- 
real. Mr. Wilson was one of the or- 
ganizers of the Electrical Club, and 
was the first president of that or- 
ganization. 

The subject of the address was of 
such gigantic proportions that til or- 
der to do it Justice it took Mr. Wll 
son 2\z hours to explain the con- 
struction from the time the first cof- 
fer dam was built until the whole 
plant was In perfect running order. 
No man could have been better fitted 
than Mr. Wilson to give an address 
on the Cedars' Power Plant, as ho 
himself was responsible for the design 
oi the electrical end of the plant. The 
lecture was Illustrated profusely with 
slides showing every sido of the con- 
struction. 

In beginning the address, the 
speaker referred to the situation of 
the power plant at the Cedar Rapids 
on the St. Lawrence Hiver, as he I 
lug an Ideal one for a hydro-electric 1 
development, owing to tha fact that 
at all periods of the year a full sup- 
ply of water is available for the pre*- 1 
.•nt and future developments, evch 
at low water periods. A very Inter- | 
eating slide was shown of an old grist ! 
mill that was on the site at the be- 
liming of the construction, which had , 
been built in 1841, In spite of long 
years of service the wheels showed 
absolutely no corrosion whatever, de- 
monstrating that the old "cut and 
try" methods were not so bad at all. 

The first step was the construction 
of a coffer dam at the beginning of 
what was to be a canal, about a mile 
In length. This dam was built from 
1 he Isle aux Vaches to the mainland. 
Another coffer dam similar to this 
was built, at the foot of the tall race, 
and then ((instruction begun on the 
wall which was to form the outside 
of the canal. The method of build- 
ing this wall was rather unique In 
that they started from both ends and 
closed in al a point about half the 
distance down the canal. Consider- 
able dlftculty was experienced in 
building this wall, as there were very- 
strong rapids, and this was continu 
ally Interfering with the placing of 
the crlbwork- To get over this, pins 
were Inserted in the wall about uvery 
100 feet, thus enabling the men to 
carry on th^ir wrJrk expeditiously. 
One point worthy of note is the fact 
that only one life was lost during the 
1 --truclion of this wall, which Is re- 
liable when one considers the ex- 
il, tnely dangerous nature of the work 
Another Interesting point was the re- 
moval or an island which lay in the 
direct path or this wall. The rock and 
sand taken from this Island was used 
Ir. the construction of the wall. Wofk 
was started on this wall In May, 
11)12, and was completed by the be- 
ginning of November of the same 
year. , 

After the wall was completed the 
water In the intervening space be- 
tween the two ( ofrer dams was 
pumped out, and so secure was the 
wall in keeping the water of the river 
from penetrating that only one leak 
was experienced, and this a very 
minor one. 

The water pumped out, the next 
thing was the excavation work In the 
canal, This required the removal of 
1,590,000 cubic yards of earth, and 
600,000 cubic yards of rock. In order 
te accomplish this 7 steam shovels 
were employed all the time. In or- 
der to get down deep enough for the 
fumes, It wns necessary sometimes 
to excavate as deep as 40 feet Into 
the rock bed, and so there was bound 
tf, be considerable under leaknge of 
water. This was very small, how- 
ever, and required less than $«,000 a 
month during the construction to pro- 
vide for ram oral or this. 

The speaker next dealt on the con 
Strt» Hon of the power house Itself. 
The whole structure was concrete - 
Hie part below the generator floor 
was built, using the wooden forms, but 
the section or the power house nhove 
this floor was built with cement 
Slabs, which were cast near the plant. 
I his enabled other work to be car- 
ried out during the erection of th* 
building, such as the assembly of ma- 
chinery and made it possible lo save 
five or six months in the construc- 
tion. 

Thr power bouse is equipped with 
two 160 ton electric travelling cranes 
ii, the generator room, and one SO 
Ion crune in the gate bouse. The. 
l.M) ton' cranes are the largest In 
Canada.

description or the different machines

"Plainly one main object of the 
Germans is to surround their Reich 
by a group of vassal states, similar 
in character to Napoleon's Confed- I 
(■ration of the Ithine," said Dr. C. W. 
'■îlhy, in liis lecture on "The Vas- 
salage of Austria." in the "Kurope at 
War" series at the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege yesterday afternoon. 'The Ger | 
mans," he said, "would like nothing 
better than to surround themselves 
with a vassal Belgium, a vassal Hol- 
land, a vassal Poland, a vassal Swit- 
zerland, and what the Allies must 
look to and what undoubted iy they 
Will ever keep in mind is the necessity 
of preventing the creation of a politi 
eg] zone: throughout which German in- 
fluences will be established." 

After mentioning the extraordinary 
rnconcern with which the world has 
viewed the death of the Kmperor 
Francis Joseph, Dr. Colby proceeded 
lo take up the subject of his lecture. 
The fundamental reason ror the va» 
salage of Austria lies in the fact that 
Prussia has been able to exploit for 
her own advantage the nationalist 
Impulses of the eighteenth century. Li 
184S the Holienzollerns were attacked 
bj the revolutionaries In the demo- 
cratic movement which swept over 
Kurope at that time. Vienna fell into 
their hands, and disturbances at Her 
lin were of such a nature that Fred- 
trick William IV. was forced to yield 
to the wishes of the people, and semi 
his troops oui of the city. Through 
tils ordeal the llapsburgs lived, but 
meanwhile Bismarck was putting 
Prussia at the head of the German 
nation, The mistake on the part of 
Austria was not to fight it out with 
Prussia for the headship of the Ger- 
r. an confederation. 

Two of the reasons for the failure 
ot Austria have been Hint her re- 
sources are much less than those of 
the German Umpire, and that they 
1 m not under the same degree of 
c(iitrol. Germany is not only the' 
Superior in population, hut also has 
the advantage of possessing a popu- 
lation much more Intelligent than 
that of Austria. "But most of all," 
said Dr. Colby, "Germany profits In 
the comparison by having a complete 
sense of nationhood, whereas more 
than fifty per cent, of the llapsburg 
populations are. to suy the least, un- 
settled in mind as respects allegi- 
ance." Forty per cent, of the people 
lu Dr. Colby's opinion, would wel- 
come an opportunity to cut loose 
trom their present citizenship. 

Turning to the agencies which the 
German Kmpiro employs In seeking 
to gain benefit rrom the weakness of 
Its ally, Dr. Colby related a number of 
Interesting incidents dealing with the 
relation of the two Powers. Prus- 
sian supremacy Is seen In Its most 
prominent form In the demand of 
the German general slafr that the di- 
rection of military operations should 
be made over to it. This means that 
even In the case of operations within 
the Dual Monarchy, the Germans ex 
1 rclse their supremacy and see to it 
that the righting is directed personal 
ly by their own staff officers. The 
change in the direction of operations 
In Austria dates from early in lillb 
when, arier Ihe unsuccessful strategy 
or Dankl and Von Aufl'enberg, the 
AuRtrlans' were quite ready to accept 
assistance from the Kmperor Wil- 
liam II. This assistance at rirst took 
the torin or unils. The success which 
attended Ihe German commanders on 
tie Kastern front in the spring of 
1916, as contrasted with the failure 
of the strategy of the AiiRtrlans, pav 
eo the way for the replacement n." 
the Austrian nigh Command by the 
German General Htafr, action which 
was taken by Hindeuherg. The bril- 
liant success ot Ilindenberg during 
the spring and summer or 1915 carried 
away the last vestige or Austrian au- 
tonomy In military matters. Dr. Col- 
by pointed out that in the campaign 
against Koumanla, the direction of 
operations should visibly be In tb>, 
:iands of the Austrian slafr, where.iF 
In point or fact it is Falkenhayn wh 
has been piercing the passes of the 
Carpathians and Mackensen who has 
been operating in Ihe Dobrudja. Mac- 
kensen's part in the campaign against 
Strhla and the presence or Germa'i 
c'flrers on the Italian Iront give fii- 
tht-r pro.if of the subr ervlence of th 
Austrlun staff to that or the German.

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THOSE FRESHETTE S LETTERS. 

\ letter appearing ifl yesterday's issue of the Daily brought 
to light a discussion which lias been carried on up to the present as 
a merely personal matter, and one which was given very little pub- 
licit? In view of the attitude taken by certain young la-l.es a1 the 
]{. V. V.. we think it but lair t.. all concerned that an explanation 
of the whole matter he given. 

To say that the first of th- Fmhette's letters, and by that we 
moan the one signed "Kosaline," did not create a sensation wonhl 
be a misrepresentation of fact. 1. caused quite a respectable little 
flutter A telephone message informed >>-. "".eh to our surprise, 
however that it was a reflection on the Donaldas, m that the writer 
bad poked 'fun*' at a member of the Faculty. The net result of the 
conversation was that the letters should be thereafter prefaced with 
a short note to the effect thai they were not edited by the R. \ . C. 
staff of the Daily, Why this was not suitable is a mystery, as we 

were informel that it would absolve anyone Iron, any possible blame 
in the affair An insatiable curiosity on the part of some oj the peo- 
ple concerned, we conclude, was the reason for the uosuitability oi 

,|,e arrangement. The matter was further .li>cusseil by representa- 
tives of both staffs, and a conciliation was reached whereby the 

Preshette's letters should I lited by the v. c. staff, the 

editor-in-chief, however, reserving the righl to publish any portion 
of these letters that he saw fit. This arrangement was sanctioned 
by the Donalda staff. When the decision was submitted however 
lo "Hosnliiie," she, entirely within her rights, objected very strongly 
and delivered the ultimatum, "I absolutely refuse to be responsible 
lor my actions in this matter to anyone but the editor-in-chief.' ' 

That was pretty much to the point, wasn't it? Before communi- 
cating this decision to the R . V. 0, staff, the editor, as far as he was 
able, "ascertained a representative student opinion, and with the ex- 
ception of two persons, who were against their publication, and three 
others, who expresse! themselves as indifferent, those questioned fa- 
voured the continuance of the letters. Both of these facts were com- 
municated to the R, V. C staff, together with the information that 
in the faeo of them the editor did not see any course open to him but 

that of publishing the letters without first sending them to the 

K. V. C. The following reply was r ived :— 

"I am at a loss to know how to regard your letter written on 
tho 4th, unless it be an excuse for having broken the agreement we 
made that the Preshetto's letters should be referred to me for publi 
Cation, You say in your letter of the 4th that you are. just in 
receipt of the Freshette'a letter, The last letter by the unknown au- 
thor appeared on .Monday morning, and SO must have gone to print 
on Sunday night. ¥ou broke ymir agreemenl before receiving the 
letter which you quote. 

"I would also like to remind you that the objection that I made 
to tin- first letter was the quoting of Miss words in such a waj 

HS to make fun of them in the first Kreshette letter, and that whether 
the male students or I.'. Y. ( '. students or anybody else thought the 
letters were "just great" is only a side issue. 

•'Perhaps it is fair to tell you that I read your letter in the If.V.C 
Undergraduate meeting, though I am. of course, aware that any reso- 
lution passed by that body only affects its own members, 

"T am also aware thai you are the court of highest appeal, and 
that T can do nothing. In view of this 1 cannot see why yon wrote 
to nie at all. seeing that you had already broken your agreement," 

With all due respeel to the writer, we wish to analyse the above 
letter, and the situations leading ttp to it a little more minutely than 
the writer herself and yesterday's correspondent have done. 

We realty cannot see that the arrangement entered into was any- 
thing more or less than a courtesy extended to the R.V.O. staff, and 
the truth of this is made patent by the stipulation that the editor-in- 
chief was to I..' In any event a "Court of Last Appeal." Following 
out the argument along the same lines we are met with the accusa* 
tion, couched in very polite language, as you can see. that we are, 
to use n mild term "fibbers." As far as we are concerned, the only 
letters taken into consideration when discussing the matter of edit- 
in"; were those signed "Rosaline. The |{. V. ('. editors themselves 
sent over lo us the first reply to Rosaline's letter, and we naturally 
presumed that they knew the author. This or any other letter was 
not brought up in the discussion at all,— it was not even mentioned 
in a remote way. We hardly think, therefore, that the accusation is 
to say the least, fair. Going a step farther.— if the U. V. ( '. staff 
expected to edit every letter, and that was not our intention, linn 
an agreement was never made, and consequently was never broken. 

We mighl remark that the letter published Monday was NOT a 
*' Kreshette" hit. i\ If the writer had taken the trouble to look up 

the signature over which "it was written she might have seen that. 
Wr think it is only lair to tell her that we q noted her tetter above. 
The supposed reference to the Faculty was never meant as such. 

and we have been Bssnred that tin- remark was grossly misinterpret- 
ed, If certain people are Unable to think for themselves, one can 
hardly expect Others to do it for them. The whole idea behind the 
Freshi tte's letters from the first was that of providing amusement, 
and if the 1,\ V. ('. students' Opinions are correctly interpreted by 

the ideas voiced in the meeting of the Undergraduate Society Tues- 
day, then We can only suggest that Rosaline should have written NOT 
clever letters but merely "funny" ones.

After the reading of the minute» 
hy Miss (!. Hanfill, the secretary of 
the society, Mile. Ureterln, the hon- 
orary president, lntrodured the speak- 
er of the afternoon In terms that 
were well warranted by his address. 

Mr. I. a Hoque de Iloqitebrune took 
a general survey of the part that ani- 
mals have played in literature, be- 
ginning with the fables and Hlhle up 
to the works of our own contempor- 
; ary, Itudyard Kipling. 

Mr. de llouiiebrune's great love for 
i animals can even attenuate the crime 
of the serpent who tempted Kve. He 
claims that as the Berpent was none 
other than Lucifer metamorphosed, he 
! should not be Judged by his malice, 
1 but by the task he had taken on hlm- 
! self to avenge his own fall. And at 
this point Mr. de Roquebrune, In t> 
very dexterous manner, takes the 
blame of bis pet and throws It light- 
ly on Kve'B shoulders. 

For living animals, M. de Roque- 
brune manifests intense sympathy, 
and he cannot bring himself to say 
a word which might Injure them, even 
when the animal in question Is the 
devil Incarnate. For he believes that 
their life Is as Intense as ours, their 
Joys are as great, and their tragedies 
even greater. 

But the moment he comes to an 
"Imitation" to something that, for 
wicked purposes, pretends to be what 
It Is not, Mr. de Rnquebrune's earnest- 
ness and sense of Justice Immediate- 
ly brands it treacherous and false 
This Is all he ran afford to say about 
the Trojan horse, the symbol of 
strategy. 

And speaking of symbolism, Mr. 
La Roque de Roquebrune went on to 
say that the animals that figure In 
the fables of Lafontalne, are all sym- 
bols of some phase of his own char- 
acter, "from the stingy ant. who 
grudges to share her stores with the 
Indigent cricket," to the wily, false 
tot. 

For the birds Mr. de Roquebrune 

seems to have a special predilection, 
as may be seen from the true lover's 
fashion In which he considered only 
the beautiful side of their character. 

The raven, he says, is the very 
rymbol of a soul "dying with love and 
longing"— a statement which he well 
supports by a quotation rrom Ldgar 
Allan Hoe's well known poem. "The 
Raven." 

Again, he referred to the relation 
of hlrds to a man's life, and this tim^ 
exemplified his statement by the 
story in which St. Francois d'Asslsseu 
called the birds "his brothers," and 
even attributed a paradise to them, 
which had all the charm and enchant- 
ment of the paradise that men dream 
of. 

Mr. de Roquebrune concluded by 
saying that the poets have always 
. loved animals, and have always look 
1 ed to them, even for inspiration and 
j Tor the solution of the incomprehen 
slble in nature.

Will you Join 
our pilgrimage, and what shall your 
tale be?" Involuntarily 1 would have 
knelt to the Father of Knglish Poetry 
but. lo! he was no longer there; the 
musical accents of Spenser fell upon 
my ' ear. Ho gazed at me with won- 
drous, dreamy eyes, that glowed and 
softened, as he seemed to conjure 
up pictures of beauty and mystery in 
the depths of night. Those wonder- 
ful eyes, only growing sterner and 
more earnest under the pressure of 
evil days, remained, hut the man be- 
fore me changed. Instead of the 
bright, velvet and lace of the F.llza- 
, hethan, the Poet's cloak covered siin- 
. pie Puritan garments. He spoke, and 
I seemed to hear the full notes of an 
organ played by angel fingers, pass- 
ing through every change from deep- 
est thunder, to the softest cheep of 
birds at dawn; but the words of that 
untrammelled spirit, who could re- 
peat? 

"Can Milton have passed on his 
spirit?" I thought, and as If in an- 
swer the figure changed again. "There 
is Wordsworth! No, it is Keats! No, 
it is— but the passing likenesses were 
gone, Chaucer again stood before me, 
and invited me to come out Into the 
main corridor, which was filled with 
the music of the poets' tongues. "Let 
me introduce? you to my friend Lang- 
land," said Han Chaucer, catching by 
the sleeve, a tall gauut figure who 
would have passed without paying 
heed to any one. The eager, unhappy 
eyes, the worn countenance, and 
shabby priest's garments, indeed 
formed a contrast to the comfortable 
figure ut my side. "Tell me," I en- 
treated, "Are you one or five?" "That 
is what they are all asking now," he 
said. "I am sure I don't know; can't 
you see that I am one spirit, and what 
do the bodies mutter that I may have 
worn? 1 have been many; I wish 
there were some one now living with 
whom I could abide, for the Church 
and State are in us evil plight as they 
have ever been" — "but we know all 
will he right when the Prince of the 
Celestial City relgneth," he continued, 
as his shape was changed Into the fu- 
niillar form of the author of the Pil- 
grim's Progress. "You must come 
and pay homage," whispered my first 
guide, directing my attention to a 
mighty figure towering above all Ihe 
rest, and alone amongst all that band 
of shifting appearances, his never 
Changed. Shakespeare's spirit has 
never passed Into another, though 
many have been granted some of his 
attributes. I bent low to the master 
of all, but when he spoke fair words 
nt greeting. I ventured to look up. I 
and was greeted by a countenance ma- 
jestic in its simplicity, whom one for- , 
I got to reverence, In the desire to love. 
jl could trnce a resemblance to the I 
' poet who was my guide, and 1 smiled 
j as I realized whence the Dean got his 
I bright blue eyes, and the power of , 
his voice. It was Indeed an inspiring 
scene! There walked William M or- 
ris with Rossettl, but next minute he 
had become Malory, and then an un- 
known author whom, with a thrill, 1 
heard addressed as the author of 
Beowulf. In attendance on the poets 
were! seen some of a different, char- 
acter, men clad In College gowns, 
and paying diligent heed to all that 
was said, as a Bnswell might to his 
Johnson. These glanced nt me with 
patronizing Interest as they recog- 
nized a student. "Those are thé 
Critics," explained my companion. 
"We are sorry to have so few of the 
excellent ones with us, hut many of 
the greatest of the critic spirltB are 
back on earth; as you should be well 
aware, seeing we have allowed you 
some of the most discerning in Mc- 
Oill." "Who Is that, coming up the 
stairs accompanied by a band of 
bearded men In black robes, Inwoven 
with silver, and bearing strange In- 
struments In their hands?" "That Is 
Francis Bacon. He is coming up to 
speak to Shakespeare. You notice 
what a small following he has; that 
Is because so many of the scientific 
spirits are busy on earth Just now." 
"You have all the great poets here," 
I observed, after a pause, during 
which I had been watching a sylph- 
like figure change from Shelley into 
Herrlck. Then, as I noticed Thomas 
Lodge appearing, out of an old ro- 
mance writer, and passing Into Wal- 
ter Scott, I enquired as to the 
whereabouts of Dickens. "Oh. he is 
on earth again, don't you know? I 
thought Mr. De Morgan told you so j 
himself." 

Just as that moment I heard the i 
chimes of the library clock ringing 
"one." The spirits suddenly drew to- I 
gether, and instead of the shifting 
crowd, one stately figure stood he- 
fore me, anil it came home to me as a 
truism, "All Knglish Literature is but 
one." At the same time a great Jar- 
gonlng that had been going on up- 
stairs, sank into silenc e, and a solemn 
figure In gown and wig. appeared 
from the law library. A procession 
quickly formed, led hy a spirit much 
resembling the spirit of F.ngllsh Lit- 
erature, but clad In a robe of less 
varied coloring, whom 1 recognized 
by her chaplet of hay leaves to be 
Classical Literature.

Canada. 



THERE are tew national Institution» 
of more vulue ..ml interest tu the 
country than the Huyal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding this, 
its object and the work it is accomplish- 
ing are not sufficiently understood by tho 
general public.

Capt. A. E. Lundon, Med. '14, is 
With the Indian Royal Horse 
Artillery as Medical 
Officer. 



Capt. A. E. Lundon, Med. '14, dur- 
ing 1915 was with the Indian, cavalry. 
In 1916 he was transferred to tho In- 
dian Roynl Horse Artillery, of which 
unit he is tho Medical Officer. In a 
letter to his father, who had advised 
him to try and got a transfer into a 
general hospital, he writes: 

"About your suggestion to go Into 
a hospital now, I hope you won't think 
111 of me, but there are very few In 
France who wouhl not give a lot to 
be with a horse artillery brigade dur- 
i.ig the latter part of this war, or even 
now; there aro only four other 
Medical Officers in France with 
my Job, and when this war is near 
"its finish the Horse Artillery and cav- 
alry will be the first to cross tho 
Rhino. It is more than my wildest 
dreams to be In such a show, . and 
would you, if you were my age,, and 
in my place, feel like going into a 
hospital Just when nearly on the vergo 
of helping to make history? Wlftm the 
artillery really work as artillery, his 
tory will he made every hour, and 
what satisfaction afterwards when 
eadlng the history of the Great War, 
to read about things Hint have beer 
done by my old Brigade— how the 
Chestnut Troop' galloped Into such a 
village, and with open sights mowed 
down tho Huns, and how 'Q' Battery 
crossed the Rhine— 1 think it too great 
a thing to miss, and I prefer to re- 
main with the I. R. H. A^ as their 
big day Is coming, and they aro the 
best In the Empire!" 



"Lieut. William Norman Gilmour, 
M.D., R.A.M.C. Ho gallantly dressed 
a wounded man lying in No .Mail's 
Land, and finally brought him in with 
great courage under very heavy fire." 

The foregoing official announce- 
ment appeared In the London, Eng., 
Times of November 15, and was In- 
cluded in a long list of officers and 
warrant officers decorated by King 
George with the Military Cross in 
recognition of their gallantry and de- 
votion to duty on the field. Lieut. Gil- 
mour, who was afterwards raised to 
the rank of Captain, is a graduate of 
McGill of (he class of Med. '10, and 
has seen much heavy fighting on the 
Somme in the capacity of medical 
officer of the 16th Royal Scots, one 
of the crack British regiments, which 
Is upholding the donor of England In 
this great war. 

Captain Gilmour enlisted originally 
In South Africa, whither he went at 
the outbreak of war from Australia. 
Capt. Gilmour became a trooper In 
• South African cavalry under 
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General Botha, and served under him 
In the campaign against the German 
possessions. After undergoing many 
hardships, Capt. Gilmour returned to 
England, and there took out a com- 
mission in the Royal Army Medical 
Corps. His home is in Brockville, 
Ont.

The Idea of the four sections was 
that In case of short circuit It would 
facilitate the repair. The instnntan- 
eous short circuit current was figui 
on to be 8 times full load current, 
lut actual tests showed this was i 
little high, while the continuous 
Miort circuit was three times futl 
load current. The efficiency of the 
g"nerators was 94 per cent at 75 per 
cent power factor, and 96 per cent at 
90 per cent power factor. The effi- 
ciency of the water wheels has not 
been determined as yet, owing to the 
great demand on the power, but It is 
nilculated to be a little hotter thnu 
90 per cent. Tho type of tho heal- 
ing was the Kingsbury bearing, and 
this was very efficient The total 
power used up in friction was 8 H.P., 
which Is less than one tenth of one 
per cent used in friction. 

The description of the switchboard 
was very interesting. In addition to 
the usual wiring connections of volt- 
meters, ammeters and frequency me- 
ters, there was a system of signalling 
whereby the operator may communi- 
ste with the floor attendant with- 
out leaving the switchboard. There 
were also located testing plugs on 
each panel, so that ench instrument 
could be compared with sqpjo stand 
ant without interfering with the run- 
ning of the plant. 

The speaker then referred to the 
construction of the transformer house, 
where all the switching was done. 
The power was carried from tho ma- 
chine up to the transformer house In 
cables at C.6G0 volts, the potential of 
the generatdrs, where It was stopped 
up to 110,000 volts for transmission to 
Massena, and 66.000 volts for trans- 
mission to Montreal. 

There was a very good attendance 
at the meeting. Mr. Ylpond, or th.< 
Northern Electric, together with about 
h dozen other men from thnl plant, 
were present in addition to the mem 
hers of the club. These latter «• 
tend taking a trip to the Cedars 
I'lant next Wednesday, whore they 
will be the guests of Mr. Wilson.

First of all, obtain a miner's certificate, from the Department In Quebec 
or from the nearest agent. The price of this certificate is $10.00, and it is 
valid 'until the first of January following. This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands and on private lands, on which the mineral rights be- 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 200 
acres, 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 
During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
must be performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros- 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license.
